The experiment which began when meat 
prices were de-controlled is thus broadened 
to include all but the entire range of com- 
modities and services.

The object is to achieve stability by 
letting instability run its course, The pro- 
argument has been that zooming prices 
would stimulate production, and that in- 
treased production will cause prices to “level 
off” shortly. At what height the levelling 
is expected to occur has never been stated, 
for it cannot be foreseen, 

That prices will zoom nobody seems to 
doubt. Official estimates run all the way 
from ten per cent to 100 per cent, varying 
with the commodity, its scarcity, and the 
gullibility of the buyers. How long it will 
be before production catches up with demand 
and checks the price rise is pure speculation. 

Canadians will have to pay more for 
goods imported from the United States, if 
these are affected by the rise. Higher 


prices across the border will tend to draw | 


Supplies from Canada. In so far as the Do- 
minion is affected the reaction can only be 
to increase pressure on our price ceilings, 
to make scarcities more severe, and to boost 
price if that is permitted, 

If our cost of living is not to be forced 
upward, there will have to be a solid stand 
pat attitude on the part of the public, in 
Support of the control system, 

In particular Canadians will have to get 
along with less imports from the United 
States, unless we are willing to pay more 
for them. 

There is some uneasiness among official 
and unofficial observers in United States cen- 
tres as to whether higher prices will revive 
the strike epidemic. There have been direct 
threats of that from Mr. John L. Lewis on 
behalf of the coal miners, and from Mr, 
Reuther, head of the automobile workers’ 
organization, 

Should dead-locks again stall production 
{in basic industries, the assumption that sup- 
ply will build up quickly under the stimulus 
of high prices would be cancelled out. In 
which case the stage would be set for “hog 
wild” spiralling, with prices and wages 
chasing each other to the dizzy heights which 
always cause collapse, 

It is to be hoped that organized labor in 
the U.S. will refuse to engage in that mad 
race. If it does refuse, the great experiment 
should work out according to plan, and prices 
start to “level off” at not too remote a 
date,

Canada is spending a lot of mon- 
ey to rehabilitate our veterans - 
nearly one billion dollars this year 
But when we read, or hear, about

LONDON—The broad pattern of primary

Of the 17 nations represented, a 
large proportion stated their views 
in the plenary session recently, The 
United States view has been made 
known in severa] published state- 
ments, This view was repeated be- 
fore the committee by Mr. Clair 
Wilcox, chairman of the U.S. de- 
legation. 

(1) Existing barriers to internat- 
ional trade should be substantially 
reduced, 

(2) Internationa] trade should be 
multilateral rather than bilateral. 

(3) It should be non-discrimin- 
atory, 

(4) The rules governing interna- 
tional commerce should be so draft- 
ed as to apply with fairness and 
equal force to the external trade of 
all nations, 

The British government has ex- 
|pressed agreement with the broad 
principles of the U.S. proposals 
also with the viewpoint of India and 
Australia, 

The Indian case was outlined in 
a document circulated to delegates 
which declared that “the emphasis 
(in the U.S. proposals) was mainly 
/on the removal of trade restrictions 
and little concern was shown for 
the problem facing an undevelop- 
ed cdéuntry who found it necessary 
to supply such restrictions—for the

If convicted as a major offender 
von Papen would be liable to a 
possible 10 years in a labor camp, 
confiscation of his property and 
permanent disbarment from pub- 
lic office.
